TO THE MISSISSIPPI STATE SENATE: 
 
 I am directed by the Governor to advise you that he has approved the 
following Senate Bills: 

S.B. NO. 2893:  AN ACT TO REQUIRE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
CORRECTIONS TO TRANSFER TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
WILDLIFE, FISHERIES AND PARKS FOR THE CONSIDERATION OF A 
CERTAIN AMOUNT REAL PROPERTY LOCATED IN QUITMAN 
COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI, ALSO KNOWN AS THE "O'KEEFE DIVISION 
LANDS"; TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF WILDLIFE, 
FISHERIES AND PARKS TO ACQUIRE SUCH PROPERTY AND TO 
PAY THE CONSIDERATION THEREFOR OUT OF ANY FUNDS 
AVAILABLE; TO REPEAL SECTION 47-5-57, MISSISSIPPI CODE OF 
1972, AND TO AMEND SECTIONS 29-1-55 AND 47-5-56, MISSISSIPPI 
CODE OF 1972, IN CONFORMITY THERETO; TO AUTHORIZE THE 
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF YALOBUSHA COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI, 
TO ENTER INTO LEASE PURCHASE AGREEMENTS FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF ACQUIRING, ERECTING, EQUIPPING, REPAIRING, 
RECONSTRUCTING, REMODELING AND ENLARGING COUNTY 
COURTHOUSES, OFFICE BUILDINGS, AND LAND THEREFOR, AND 
RELATED FACILITIES; AND FOR RELATED PURPOSES. (March 30,

S.B. NO. 3065:  AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF 
SUPERVISORS OF FORREST COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI, TO
